Steady Growth Related 
At Meeting 


That the Eugenics League did riot try to solve the poverty 
problem by means of birth control but upheld the’ right of parents 
to decide the number of children they should have by giving then(' 
advice was stressed by Mrs. P. S. Selwyn-Clarke at the annual 
general meeting of the League, held at Alexandra Buildings, yester- 


day. 

Prof. Gordon King was in the 
chatr, and after referring to how the 
League came to be founded, he sald: 

There bas been a steady growth 
in the amount of work undertaken 
by the Lengue. It was soon found 
that the cHnle In the Violet Peel 
Health Centre did ‘not meet the whole 
need, and consequently a second 
clintg has been in operation during 
the past yenr at the Kowloon Mater- 
nity and = Child) Welfare Centre, 
Plans have now been made for the 
opening, of a third clinic in the Tsan 
Yuk Hospital. 

- Attendance at the clinics has shown 


a satisfactory. Increase during the 
first three years. of the Learue's 
existence ny shown by the following 
firures: 1930-1937, 135 patients md 
199. attendances; 1037-1938, 284 
yationts; 1938-1939, 331 patients and 


‘70 attendances, 
: — 


The Lengue is now adequately 
‘quipped with personnel nnd clinic 
relllties, and is in a position to deal 
with a considerable Increase ‘in the 
“~limbers of patients attending the 
Hnics, The most important — task 
wnead fg to make the services of the 
clinics known and to encourage the 
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attendance ‘of those mothers who’ are 
in need of the advice and the help, 
which the clinics can give. 


Patients’ Itecords 


To me ns a newcomer to the 
Lengue, it has been a matter of 
interest to Iook over in some detail 
the medical ond social records of the 
patients who have attended = the 
clinics during the past year. Count- 
iny the attendances at both the Violet 
Peel and the Kowloon clinics there 
was n total of 470 visits paid by .331 
patients. A full medieal and social 
Istory ‘was taken of cach patient, 
followed by a careful routine 
examination. Not infrequently some 
unsuspected: cause of ill health was 
found, during the .examination, and 
thé patient referred elsewhere for 
appropriate treatment. A special 
effort has been made to follow up 
all eases, and there has been a great 
improvement in the number of cases 
returning for further . examination 
since the appointment of a trained 
social worker In December 1938. 

Several interesting facts have 
emerged from a study of the 331 
patients. The average age of the 
patlents is slightly over 31. The 


average patient has already had six}. 


children, although only four, have 
survived. Of the children born alive 
over 20 per cent, diced during in-

of the picture, it Is casy to seo at o 
glance through records that the clinic 
{a attracting the type of patient for 
whom It was intended. Only a small 
minority -of the patients { 
20 per cent.) have a family Income 
of more than $100 a month. In the 
great majority of cases the Income Is 
considerably below the $100 level, 
the ‘actual avernge gure  belny 
$32.30, Many patients whose hus- 
bonds aro unemployed .are included 
among the figures, and.for the most 
mrt these women and others who 
are unable’-to afford any pryment 
recelve free treatment and advice. 
The fact still remains, however, 
‘at.o large section of the population 
at the Colony, living on the Jowest 
level of necessity, is almost entircly 
out of reach of the. propnganda of 
the Leayue, This is the section 
which constitutes the real problem 
of birth control: in Hongkong ond in 
China, for whilst its necd for the 
Vnowledie of birth control is greatest, 
Its ability’ to carry out even the 
simplest of mensures Is almost totally 
‘'imited by Ignorance and apathy. 


Eugenics Deflnod 


Finally, I should like to urge that 
we do not allow ourselves to adopt 
any narrow or restricted definition 
of the term “Eugenics.” The Oxford 
English Dictionary dofines the word 
Eugenics as “The science which has 
for its object the production of fine 
ofspring.” Eugenics has its positive

- THE voice of an Englishman, 
criticising England and praising 
Hitler, was broadcast to Britain from, 
Berlin shortwave station recently on 
a wavelength of thirty-one metres. 

The introduction of the broadcast 
was ‘not heard, but the mystery 
speaker began his ‘tallk—which was 
on the Lines of a Hitler speech—with 
the words: ‘To some I may scem 8 
trnitor, but hear me out.” 

He ‘constantly referred to “we 
Englishmen," and “our country," __ 

After a reference to Mr. Eden as 
un “orch-Bolshevist,” the speaker 
said: “At no time in history has Bri- 
taln had such weak leaders, or more 
need of strong ones.” 

“BOMBING ARABS” 

Germany, he continued, had always 
wanted. peace with Britain, who had 
no right to talk of aggression, since 
me Empire had been built on nggres- 
sion.

Count- 
ing the attendances at both the Violet 
‘Peel and the Kowloon clinics there 
was a total of 470 visits pald by 331 
patients. A full medical and social 
history was taken of each patient, 
followed by a careful. routine 
exninination. Not infrequently some 
unsuspected cause of ill health was 
found during the examination, ond 
the patient referred elsewhere for 
approprinte — treatment. A special 
effort has bgen mude to follow up 
all cases, and there has been a preat 
improvement in the number of cascs 
returning for further examination 
since the appointment of a trained 
social worker in December 1038. 

Several interesting facts have 
emersed from a study of the: 331 
patients. The average age of the 
patients is slihtly over 31. The 
averuge patient has altendy had six 
children, although only four have 
survived.

932.90, Many, patients whose hus- 
bands wre unemployed are included 
among the Agures, and for the mast 
part these women, and others who 
are unable to afford any peyment 
receive free treatment and advice, 
The fact still remains, however, 
hat n large section of the population 
ef the Colony, living on the lowest 
level of necessity, s almost entircly 
out of reach of the propaganda of 
the League. This. is the — section 
which constitutes the. real problem 
of birth control in Hongkong and in 
China, for whilst its need for the 
knowledge of birth control. is grentest, 
{ts ability to curry out even the 
simplest of measures is almost totally 
limited by ignorance und apathy. 


Eugenics Defined 


Finally, I should Iike to urge that 
we do not allow ourselves to adopt 
any narrow or restricted definition 
of the term “Eugenics.” The Oxford 
English Dictlonary defines the word: 
Eugenics as “The science which has 
for its object the production of fine 
offspring.” Eugenics has Its positive 
ag well og its negative aspects, and 
it is essentially the positive which 
must prevall In the Jong run, A full 
programme for 2 League such os 
ours should include. facilities for 
pre-marital examination and advice, 
adequate ante-natal, intra-natal and 
post-natal care, for the mother, as 
well as follow-up worl for the child 
Inthe Infant Welfare Clinic. ‘Other 
organisations alrca exist, and in- 
deed are working side by side with 
us, which have, ante-natal’ care and 
as their special 
object. The, particular contribution 
which our own’ League is mating to 
a well rounded. programme Js the 
provision of facilities for an important 
part of post-nntal care, namely the 
provision of information and advice 
as to how spacing and Imitation of 
the family may be planned by the 
parents. In this way we, believe that 
a large amount) of human misery 
may be avoided, a great wastage of 
unborn and ‘infant lives may be 
prevented, and‘ a contribution made 
to Eugenies {n the widest sense of 
the term.

“Yesterday, Mr. Lloyd George put 
nu question about the number of men 
who would become available, I 
thought I detected Jn that qucstion 
un Intention to belittle what the 
Government was doing. It would be 
interesting to know whether Mr. 
Lloyd George is In favour of a larger 
meusure of conscription, or whether 
he is against conscription altogether,

not to belittle this great departure by 
this country from one of Its most

“I do not think one can read the 
papers and read extracts from the 
foreign press without reallsing that 
the statesments of the Govern- 
ment's Intention havo. brought 
comfort, reilef, and encouragement 
to all our friends in Europe.

date.” 

Referring to the impropriety in

* However it was strange that Eve 
of Harvest was made a second _fa- 
vourlte, Mr. Eu Tong-sen’s Blue 
Express being the punters’ fancy, for 
Mr. Encarnacao always has o big 
public following, and Galuxy was 
third ‘in the gambling list." Nearly 
all the ponies hnd a canter up to the 
starting post, but Blue Express and 
Hyndford Bridge took the long route 
vin the back stretch, There was 
some delay in the start, but when 
the barrier went up; Annas Bay and 
Hopeful Time were badly left ut the 
post and naturally they never had 
a lJook-in.

“will nearly always beat poor men In 
good ships."

Except in certain skilled branches, 
tht Navy is getting all.the men it.
